It la T ak en U nder D iscu ssion by 
the B oard . 
The Board of H ealth m et last evening 
at the Mayor’s office. W hile waiting for 
a quorum, Dr. Hagan called the atten­ 
tion of the members present to the un 
restricted sale of opinm in the city, and 
suggested that steps be taken at once 
lookiDg to the stoppage of the promiscu­ 
ous sale of the drug. 
He presented the 
draft of an ordinance intended to restrict 
the eale of opium. The subject was dis­ 
cussed informally and the board de­ 
cided that something should be done in 
the matter. 
A complaint regarding the sprinkling 
of Pasadena avenue was read. A number 
of parties interested were present and 
explained that the citizens had at first 
sprinkled the street themselves, but that 
the Board of Public Works had ordered 
the work done by the city. After dis­ 
cussion the board decided that although 
it was necessary to have the street 
sprinkled, it could not be doce under the 
charter, which expressly states that only 
graded streets shall be graded by the 
city. 
The city *8 water supply was then dis­ 
cussed, Dr. Davisson stating that in a 
short time an extension of the system 
would be absolutely necessary. 
Dr. MacGowan, after examining into 
the complaints in regard to the scarcity 
of water in the hill sections, said he 
thought they were well fouuded. 
Of the 
two reservoirs of the Citizens’ Water 
Company the lower had but three feet of 
water in it, and the upper one was en­ 
tirely empty. The company, however, 
was arranging for a pump of 1,000,900 
gallons capacity per day, and stieet 
sprinkling should be abandoned until this 
pnmp ia ready for use. The Doctor also 
advocated 
cementing 
the reservoirs, 
which now have rnnd bottoms. 
The report of ihe Health Officer was 
then read, showing that 59 deaths had 
occurred in the city during the past 
month. There were only three cases of 
diphtheria in the city at present, one on 
the corner of Twelfth street and Union 
avenue, one on Alpine street and one on 
Lecouv; e vr street. 
Doctors Hagan, Davisson and Mac­ 
Gowan were, on motion, appointed a 
committee on the opium ordinance. 
Dr. MacGowan reported th at he had 
thoroughly 
examined 
Rimon Maier’s 
slaughter house and could find no cause 
for the charges against him . The cattle 
at the slaughter house were, in the Doc 
tor’s opinion, far above the average of 
those slaughtered in other establish­ 
ments. 
The Health Officer reported that 40: 
nuisances had been abated during the 
month. 
The board then adjourned.

him with a huge dirk knife. The blow 
fell short, however, and no further dam­ 
age was done beyond the catting of a 
gash in Pearson’s trouRere. 
A desperate 
struggle for the possession of the weapon 
ensued, bat before he was disarmed tho 
heathen managed to stick the weapon 
into Pearson’s abdomen, inflicting 
a 
dangerous wound about one and a-half 
inches in length. The would-be mur­ 
derer then broke away and ran, but was 
soon afterwards captured aud taken to 
jail. On hearing these facta, no defense 
being offered by the Chinaman, the 
Court held him to answer to the charge 
in the Superior Court uhder $2,500 bonds.

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THE RAILROADS. 


No Present Prospect of 
Rate War. 


COMPROMISE 
EFFECTED. 


Possibility of a Reduction Next Fall 
—Present Condition of Busi­ 
ness—An Jtxcursion. 


The 
news 
received 
by telegraph 
W ednesday 
night, 
and 
appearing 
in the 
H e r a ld of yesterday 
morn­ 
ing, of the 
Southern 
Pacific’s 
de­ 
cision 
not to 
withdraw 
from 
the 
Tfcancontinental Association, formed 
general topic of conversation in railroad 
circles yesterday. The time lim it set by 
the Southern Pacific for trial of the new 
arrangement is ninety days. Existing 
rates and freight arrangements cannot, 
therefore, be changed except by action 
of the association until the 1st of Novem­ 
ber. 
This effectually postpones for a consid­ 
erable time any likelihood of a rate war. 
Even should the Southern Pacific at the 
end of the agreed time feel discontented 
with the arrangements upon which it 
returned to the association, and should 
again withdraw, it cannot be affirmed 
that « war between it and the other roads 
would follow as a matter of course. 
The 
quarrel which this road has with the 
Canadian Pacific is due to the hampering 
conditions which the Interstate Com­ 
merce law places upon all the roads in 
the United States which ran to this Coast. 
If at the end of the time of trial the 
Southern Pacific should see fit to with­ 
draw , it would have very little to gain by 
a war with the Canadian Pacific. 
It 
would be a fight in which the American 
roads would be badly handicapped by 
the Interstate law, and the Canadian free 
fee act as it saw fit. 
As people are prone to believe that 
which they wish to be true it is quite nat- 
aral that the merchants and others of 
thiM Coast should certainly cherish the 
belief th at the days of ’86 will be re­ 
newed and hordes oi people be induced 
lo come to the Coast by the cheapness of 
ratee. It is questioned by some of the 
best railroad authorities whether a lively 
rate war is ever lihely to come to pass 
wnder the existing conditions, when the 
Canadian Pacific has a good deal to gain 
and very little to lose by the conflict. 
Thu igat rate war took place before the 
Interstate Commerce Bill became a law. 
The situation is now essentially different 
from what is was then. 
I t appears that the most which the 
people of the Coast have to hope for at 
the present time is an ultimate reduction 
of ratee by the Transcontinental Associ­ 
ation to something like the figures which 
prevailed at the time when the associa­ 
tion was formed. Many of the railroad 
officials who understand the situation 
adm it that a redaction of the round-trip 
rate to $60 for first-class passengers 
would have the effect of supplying the 
companies with enough more carrying 
business to make up for the loss on each 
fare. A reduction in the freight tariff 
wonld have a similar tendency. Such a 
change in rates may be attempted next 
fall, although as yet no definite action 
has been taken by any of the roads. 
None of the transcontinental roads are 
doing very beavy business now either in 
frsigbt or passenger traffic. The local 
divisions of the various lines are doing a 
good deal of earring of summer excur­ 
sionists between this city and the sea 
shore or the mountains. Daring the past 
m onth there has been a considerable in­ 
crease in the nnmber of trains running 
to Santa Monica and other points on the 
coast. The same activity will probably 
continue through most of the mouth of 
August. 
. 
The excursion people say that the in­ 
dications for travel next fail from the East 
are very promising. 
Everything points 
to a much larger influx of visitors than 
the section received last year. 
The contract for a new road, the Los 
Angeles, Pasadena and Glendale, was 
let on the 27th of last month and the 
work began yesterday. 
The contract 
requires that the road shall be turned 
over to the operating department in 
ninety days, so that it may be expected 
th at a new route to Pasadena will he in 
operation before Christmas. The road 
ie seven miles long and runs along the 
Arroyo Seco through Garvanza. 
It will 
connect with the Southern Pacific. 
Speculation continues on the future of 
the Salt Lake and Los Angeles road, 
bat 
no 
new 
facts 
of 
importance 
have been developed. It has been sug­ 
gested that the Council should take some 
action toward the revoking of the fran 
chise and right 
of way which was 
granted to Marble, Scott & Co. last 
winter. 
There is, however, very little to 
be expected from any such attem pt, as 
the conditions under which the franchise 
was granted will allow the holders to 
keep possession for an indefinite period 
of time. 
It is said that the large quan­ 
tity of ties which are now lying at San 
Pedro and owned b y the Southern Pa­ 
cific—enough to build 260 miles of track 
—are placed there to be ready for imme­ 
diate use by the Southern Pacific in case 
the Utah road should begin to build, to 
cover the same terminal points.

It would be well if we would profit 
by the dear-bought experiences of older 
citiee of the world, many of which have 
ceased throwing away valuable excre- 
mentitious waste by piping it Into bays, 
lakes, rivers and ocean, thus polluting 
the water and spreading disease far and 
near. 
Now is the proper time to lay the 
foundation for the health and salubrity 
of the future city of Los Angeles, whose 
population will reach up ¡uto the hun­ 
dreds 
of 
thousands. 
It is wholly 
unnecessary 
to 
dwell 
on the fact 
that eewer gas is the greatest enemy 
to good health, and that it is beyond pos­ 
sibility to have at all times, perfectly fit­ 
ting traps and closed pipes, that will 
successfully prevent its escape into the 
dwellings. Be it ever so little, the inmates 
will he to that extent poisoned, there­ 
fore I would suggest, for the very best 
disposition of refuse matter, that city 
ordinance require that all kitchen garb­ 
age and refuse about premises be crem­ 
ated in the kitchen stove, thus getting 
rid of a vast amount of disease-breeding 
matter and at the same time rendering 
the fuel account Iobs onerous. That the 
dry earth closet system take the place of 
vault and cesspool, and the city take 
charge of and remove the barrels when 
filed beyond the corporate limits, to a 
place set apart for the 
manufacture 
and sale of fertilizers for the enrich­ 
ment of both the lands and the city’s 
coffers—the larger the city the larger the 
revenue to the city, with little expense 
to citizen, and a reduced mortality of 40 
to 50 per cent. 
Then carry your sewer 
pipes to the bed of the river some miles 
below the city, and utilize waste and 
storm water for irrigation, without detri­ 
ment to public health.

show n by an extract taken from a Lon­ 
don 
scientific journal, an d w hich was 
published in y esterd ay ’s H e r a l d . 
T he 
sensible plan, it w ould seem , would be 
for th e city to provide itself w ith a sys 
tern of sew ers w ithin th e m unicipal lim 
its and th en dispose of th a t portion of 
th e fertilizer not already contracted for 
to th e Soutbside Irrigation C om pany on 
th e beet term s attainable. 
Two Los 
Angeles 
gentlem en, 
the 
M essrs. A lbert M. Stephens and J. C. 
H annon, stand ready to take charge of 
the sewage and dispose of it to tbe entire 
satisfaction of th e citizens, giving am ple 
bonds to com ply w ith the obligations 
th ey ehonld assum e. 
Borne tim e ago we republished in de­ 
tail tbe proposition m ade by M r. J. C. 
D aly to th e C ouncil, a t a tim e w hen th at 
gentlem an was City A ttorney, by which 
th e city w ould get rid of the whole 
sewage proposition and would be able 
to keep its $1,280,000. 
T he syndicate 
represented b y M r. Daly still stands 
ready to m ake its offer good. 
H ow ridicnlons, is it not, in view cf 
th ese facts, for any journal to claim th at 
progress or com m on sense requires our 
people to waste th eir substance and a 
g reat source of w ealth on a project 
neither recom m ended by necessity ncr 
good policy? Our contem porary under­ 
values th e intelligence of th e Los Ange­ 
les voter in assum ing th a t it can m ake a 
point by snch a rra n t nonsense. 
There 
w as a tim e w hen th e plan m ight have 
carried, b a t discussion, in th e judgm ent 
of those best acquainted w ith th e tem ­ 
p er of our people, h as been fatal to it. 


W nxN Mr. Sew ard paid $7,000,000 for 
A laska it w as supposed th a t the U nited 
States had thereby acquired all th e rights 
w hich had ever been claim ed by Russia 
in A laska or in B ehring’s Sea. 
U nder 
R ussian rule th a t h ad been a closed sea. 
There was a division of opinion as to the 
wisdom of th e purchase, but th ere has 
been for years a general consensus of 
opinion to th e effect th at it w as only lesB 
in im portance th an th e 
parchase of 
Louisiana and th e acquisition of Texas 
and C alifornia, w hich latter cost the 
U nited States an expensive w ar. 
The 
m ines, forests and fisheries of A laska will 
undoubtedly be sources of trem endous 
w ealth to th is country, and if need be 
th e United States would plunge into w ar to 
m aintain its rights acquired in th e north- 
ernseas. Bach w ars, to a country like the 
U n ited States, w ould really be invigor­ 
ating, w hatever m ig h t be the outcom e 
a t th e start. 
I t perhaps som ew hat com ­ 
plicated th e value of A laska to the 
average A m erican th a t the seal fisheries 
w ere leased to a syndicate of R epublican 
politicians, who becam e enorm ously en­ 
rich ed th ereb y . 
B a t having conceded 
thin exclusive privilege, th e Am erican 
governm ent is bound to defend it to 
tb e last dollar an d m an. 
T here is no 
disposition to im pede the introduction of 
E n glish capital into tb e U n ited S tates in 
a ll legitim ate branches of business, bat 


th e a ttem p t 
to curtail th is country’s 
rights, acquired by treaty , is a horse of a 
different color. 
A laska, even irrespec­ 
tive of foreign com plications, is bound to 
be a very interesting region for som e tim e 
to com e, as th e A laska F u r Seal Com­ 
pany's lease of th e Seal F ish eries ex­ 
pires in tw o years.

He said he was willing 
to go South, and the Judge ordered that 
h e be turned over at once to Deputy 
Sheriff Childs of Jackson, Miss. 
Counsel N icoll informed the Judge 
that before th e arrest was made Sullivan 
had made up his mind to go back volun- 
tarity and surrender him self to the au­ 
thorities of M ississippi, feeling confident 
that he w ill be justly and fairly dealt 
with. 
H e further said that when Sulli 
van entered into a compact to fight Kil* 
rain he understood the battle ground 
would 
be in Louisiana, and it was not 
nntil 
the 
night 
before 
the 
fight 
that 
the 
place 
of 
fighting 
was 
changed to Mississippi, and 
Sullivan 
did not really know, until the ringside 
was reached, that he was in the State of 
M ississippi. 
H e did not choose the 
ground and he had no intention 
of 
breaking the law, but he had no alterna 
tive but to fight or become a poltroon. 
Sullivan wsb now willing to go back in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff C hilds as soon 
as that officer desires. 
Assistant District Attorney McDonald 
took receipts from the Deputy S ’.eriff for 
the body of John L Sullivan, who was 
then handed to his custody. 
Sullivan 
w ill leave for M ississippi tonight. 


“ s u l l y ” f e e l s d i s c o n s o l a t e . 
All the fight seem ed to have gone out 
of Sullivan when he reached his head­ 
quarters again after his surrender in 
court. 
H e said: 
"If I had not fought 
there I would not have made m yself 
liable to arrest. W ell, I will go back and 
take my m edicine.” 
H e chewed the end of a cigar awhile 
and continued: 
“ I would not have 
fought that fellow Kilrain, but I was 
goaded to i t ; the gang would have walked 
all over me if I had not licked him . 
I 
suppose I’m a scapegoat now fordoing it, 
and Kilrain will go free. 
Poor fellow ! 
But they don’t want him—h e’s licked.” 
T hree quarters of an hour after Sulli­ 
van ’s arrival at headquarters he was 
ready for his trip, and the Police Board 
granted six days’ leave of absence to 
Detective Sergeant Adams to go along 
w ith him to Richburg. 
Sullivan, after 
shaking hands with Inspector Byrnes, 
was transferred to the keeping of Agent 
C hilds, of Miseissippi, who made out a 
receipt for his live stock, as follows: "R e­ 
ceived from Inspector Thomas Byrnes 
the body of John L. Sullivan, surren­ 
dered under order of the Suprem e Court. 
(Signed) L. F. Childs, A gent.”

they packed up Sullivan’s clothes in 
preparation for the journey.

KDGCOMB’S *FFA IR 8. 
H e In 
U ln n liitrd o n llie T h ird 
C lin rfe. 
Yesterday morning the third of the 
series of charges preferred against James 
Edgcomb, the Main-street fresco artist, 
by F. VI. Garrett, whose two daughters 
are alleged to have been led astray by 
the defendant, came up for preliminary 
examination before Justice Lockwood. 
The t'flense alleged to have been commit­ 
ted in tnis inetar.ee was that of an at­ 
tempt to procure and produce a miscar­ 
riage by administering drugs to Miss 
Mali* Garrett on the 25th day of May 
iafct. The young lady in question, who 
ie 18 years of age. was led astray by the 
young painter in February last, under 
promise of marriage. 
On tbe case being called yesterday, 
Deputy District Attorney Hardesty on 
do half of the 8 'ate, moved tbe Court for 
a dismissal of the action on tbe ground 
that the complaining witness, who was 
the m oit mate riel one for the prosecution 
had been married to the defendant since 
the filing of the complaint, and as she 
refused to testify against her husband, 
there was not sufficient testimony pro 
curable to ensure a conviction. This 
motion was immediately granted by the 
Court,and the defendant was discharged. 
Hia attorney moved the Court to reuuce 


tbe bail of the defendant on the charge 
of rape, under which he is now incarcer­ 
ated in the County Jail to await trial, on 
the ground that $5,000 was exorbitant 
and unobtainable t>y his client. Justice 
Lockwood, however, refused to interfere 
in the matter, ruling that it was beyond 
his power to do so, as the defendant had 
been held over to the Superior Court, 
and the case was beyond his jurisdiction. 
Edgcomb requested a H e r a i.d re­ 
porter at the County Jail la-t night to 
publish the following communication, 
remarking that it was his own handi­ 
work, and not that of Gallagher, as stated 
in an evening paper: 
To the public: 
Notwithstanding my aversion to using 
the public press as a means of justifica­ 
tion, I cannot quite reconcile m yself to 
•.emaining altogether silent, in view of 
the many malicious and untruthful 
statements which the papers have con­ 
tained of late. It is not my purpose to 
pose as a saint, by any means, but to 
announce to my friends and patrons 
that 
whatever 
indiscretions I may

The statement that 1

son than to escape punishment, I char­ 
acterize as a base and malicious false­ 
hood.

The equally absurd statement 
that I already had a wife in Canada is 
easily disposed of when I sav that my 
recent action in marrying ought to put 
such charges at rest, as I would hardly 
dare to invite a charge of bigamy in 
connection with my other troubles. As
